Wouldn't it be great if you

conflicts,” says John. “Even if a game is boring, that’s 
considered a problem, or what we call a ‘bug,’ and 
sometimes it’s enough to stop it from being released.” 


At 8:30 in the morning, John starts playing video games 
on his office computer. He doesn’t quit until after dinner. 
Visiting his office is kind of like being inside a giant video 
game. The lights are low, the room has a blue glow, and 
people with nicknames like Madman and HewDog wander 
in and out. 
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STOP PLAYING VIDEO GAMES? 





John plays a game for weeks, or even months, hunting 
out all the bugs and trying to crash it. (For you non-gamers 
out there, to “crash” a game means to find a way to freeze 
it by discovering a weakness in the game program.) When 
John gets a game from the programmers, it usually has 
about 500 bugs, while more complex games can have as 
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many as 1,500. In a way, John is checking the 
programmers’ work. 

It's rare that a game is scrapped because it has too 
many problems. Only one out of 10 fails to make it past 
John and the other 20 crashers at MicroProse Software, 
the company where he works. 


Playing as a professional crasher is a little different 
from playing just for fun. For instance, when hunting 
bugs, John must always write down exactly what he did 
to crash a game. If he doesn't, the programmers can't fix 
it. And while some problems are easy to find, others 


make for exciting discoveries. 










“My friend Dave and | were testing the flight simulator 
game F-15 Strike Eagle Ill," John says. “The game was 
almost over, and we hadn't found any big problems. At 
one point, Dave turned his plane upside down and dove 
into the ocean. His plane should've crashed, but he went 
through the ocean, and the game turned inside out for 
him. | followed him down, and we flew around shooting 
everything from underneath the sea. None of the guns 
shot back because they weren't programmed to look for 
us under the water. That was a major bug, but it turned 
out to be easy to fix.” 
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For John, playing video games is not just a 
job; it’s his life. When it's lunchtime, John 
and HewDog head to the mall, grab a quick 
bite, and then hit the arcade. After work, 
John will have friends over to play some of 
the hundreds of games he has collected 
over the years. Sometimes he even dreams 
of video games. 

“I'll dream I'm Pac-Man, and they're 
coming at me from all directions. Or I'm 
down to one city in Civilization, and the 
enemy is all around me,” John says. “Then | 
wake up feeling really stressed.” 


There are fewer than 1,000 paid testers 
working in the United States. Some small 
companies can’t afford to pay their testers, 
so they just give them free pizza and soda. 
But John says, “Everyone who plays games 
can be considered a tester. If you find 
something wrong with a game, you 
should let the company know. You're 
helping them make better games.” 

But even a dream job has its 
problems. For John, the problem ts 
trying to get his parents to understand 
what he does all day. John says, “When 
my parents ask me what | do, | tell them, 
play games and when | find a problem, | 
write it down.’ And they say, ‘Yeah, but 
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what's the work’
